We are not going to tell you 
the name, but a> great Many of 
you probably know it already for 
many have known of the plan 
since it was first originated sever- 
al weeks ago. 

The father a laborer in one of 
the Richmond plants lost his sight, 
his hearing and partial use of 
his arms and shoulder about three 
years ago in an accident. Then as 
though misfortune had not struck 
the family hard enough the nine 
year old son was struck in the 
eye with a stick losing the. sight 
in one eye and effecting the sight 
of the other. 

The mother went cheerfully on 
trying to keep the little family 
together. She was practically 
alone for she could not expect 
much help from the six year old 
daughter. 

Workers who take care of cases 
of this kind did their best to help. 
The father had lost not only his 
eyes but his second sight— the 
feeling in his hands. For a time 
the case seemed hopeless, it ap- 
peared as though the family would 
have to be broken up and_ the 
father and son put into institutions 
for cases of their kind while the 
mother and daughter would have 
to be sent to another. 

THEN THE RICHMOND BUILD- 
ERS CAME TO THE RESCUE. 

The matter was: brought to the 
attention of the builders at a ses- 
sion of the Builders Exchange 
some time ago and almost’ before 
the speaker had finished outlin- 
ing the case the house had been 
built. That is the various ‘builders 
had guaranteed to do portions of 
the work so that now the small 
home stands completed from foun- 
dation to the last brick on the 
chimney in promises that will be 
fulfilled during the next few days.

‘The father has already secur- 
ed his first papers as an American 
citizen and the mother has been 
registered in the Americanization 
oelass of Mrs. E. H. Axtell.

South’s Cotton Crop 
Devoured by Pests 


(By Universal Service) 

| “LITTLE ROCK,,Ark., July 10.— 
‘The cotton hopper, tarnish bug 
| and boll weevil are doing their 
stuff. When they get through the 
farmer can expect about half a 
| crop, according to estimates made 
today by entomologists. 


The cotton hopper is the newest 
/arrival among the pests that de- 
vour the plants. He hops from 
plant to plant, eating his fill. 
It. he overlooks a green leaf the 
tarnish bug comes along = and 
blights it. And if thes two have 
overlooked a few plants the boll 
weevil drills a hole in the cotton 
‘bolls and the farmér finds only 
a blighted pod instead of a fluffy 
ball of cotton. 

Reports to the government en- 
tomological station at Tullulah in- 
dicate that on same_ plantations 
not more than 85 percent of a 
normal crop will be picked.

Settlement Of U. S. Debt

PARIS, July 10.— Despite 

Premier Briand’s disapproval more 
than 20,000 crippled and scarred 
veterans of the World War _ to- 
morrow morning early will march 
down the Champs Des Elysees as 
a silent demonstration against 
the proposed settlement of the 
French debt to the United States.
